We have received questions about what can be included in your felon packet 
when mailing the notice of ineligibility to the voter. The law requires a copy of the 
documentation upon which the potential ineligibility is based. See section 
98 1 0Z5(7)(a)1 .a. 

For the potential ineligibility case files we are currently sending you, we are basing 
the ineligibility on DOC information that the registered voter is in prison or under 
supervision with the Florida Department of Corrections (DOC) as part of their 
sentence for a felony conviction. 

Therefore the documentation you would include in the notice to the voter is the 
public (portrait orientation) DOC screenshot of the “Corrections Offender Network” 
which should be in the case files sent to you. 

You would not include a copy of the DOC-BVRS screenshot (landscape 
orientation) because that version contains confidential information.

Prior voter registration applications will still be 
acceptable. Please note for the statewide voter registration form, a person who checks one or more 
of the felony statement checkboxes is eligible as to that field. 

As in the past, we plan to provide a memo outlining all the key provisions of election-related laws 
and providing clarification as needed. We appreciate your patience as these changes occur.
